EXAMINER'S COMMENT 

Specification 

The lengthy specification has not been checked to the extent necessary to 
determine the presence of all possible minor errors. Applicant's cooperation is 
requested in correcting any errors of which applicant may become aware in the 
specification. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art fails to 
disclose an electronic power control apparatus for a gas discharge device having, inter 
alia a programmable 10 master controller including a central processor, a plurality of 
logic units, and a digital data storage unit which stores operating parameters and data 
processing algorithms, and said master controller being operative to control the 
operation of the gas discharge device according to the stored operating parameters, the 
data processing algorithms and the feedback signals, as recited in claim 49. The 
remaining claims 50-84 are allowed by virtue of their dependencies on the independent 
claim. Hence, the examiner has allowed claims 49 through 84.
